He is a protectionist 
of the Randall variety.

The argument is that 
the Chinese government conceived a great 
affection for Gen. Grant when he was in that 
country, aud that the appointment of youug 
Grant would result in the establishment of 
the happiest relations between the two na­ 
tions. 


’A b ur ning lake, which giyes out a strong 
sulphurous odor, has broken out near Deck­ 
er’s Station. Ind. 
The flames cover one-half 
the surface of the lake, which was previous­ 
ly a beautifuI sheet of water. 
The blaze ;s 
six inches in height, and takes on a purple 
hue at night. 
The phenomenon is in Con­ 
gressman J ohn O’Neil’s district, which has 
hitherto been reckoned sure for 1,200 Demo­ 
cratic majority. 


F our hundr ed 
Irish families left Limer­ 
ick to-day for Buenos Ayres, where they ex­ 
pect to settle. 
The Bishop of the diocese 
had warned them frequently against the coun­ 
try, hut they courageously resolved to risk 
it. 
There is room in Buenos Ayres for the 
surplus population of Ireland for the next 
hundred years, but they are likely to be dis­ 
appointed in the character of the native peo­ 
ple. 


T he r e is evidently going to be a long and 
tedious effort to get a jury in the Cleary 
boodle case, now on its second trial in New- 
York. 
Twenty three men were examined 
yesterday, but uot a single juror was secured. 
Cleary’s lawyers aie Gen. B. F. Tracy, Ira 
Shaffer, J ohn Vincent aud Frank T. Fitz­ 
gerald. 
Daniel Dougherty is not retained at 
the present trial. 
District Attorney Fellows 
is aided iu the prosecution by his assistants 
Scmple and Parker. 


I t is now believed at Mt. Holly, N. J ., 
that J ohn McNeil, who killed his brother in 
law Dellett yesterday morning by alleged 
mistake for a White Cap, is guilty of de­ 
liberate murder, and tiiis was the conclusion 
of the Coroner’s jury yesterday. 
AlcNeil is 
in jail on a charge of murder. 
The two men 
had had frequent quarrels, and it is supposed 
that the shooting took place in the woods, 
and that the assassin dragged his victim to 
the doorstep. 


T he Albany 
Exp ress discovers that the 
stone removed from the ceiling of the As­ 
sembly chamber to save the lives of the mem­ 
bers, has been smuggled into a vacant lot in 
an upper and obscure part of the city, where 
it is being cut and trimmed preparatory to 
its use for the building of two fine houses, 
one for Superintendent of Buildings Audrewg 
and the other for T. J . Sullivan, the con. 
tractor. 
The state receives nothing for the 
stone, which goes to swell the profits of the 
Democratic gentlemen who manipulated the 
job. 


T he deadlock in the West Virginia Senate 
was broken yesterday by the election of Carr 
to the Presidency. 
Carr is an Independent 
Republican. 
Seven Republicans and nine 
Democrats voted for him. 
The canvass for 
Governor will now begiu. 
If it is not ended 
before the 4th of March, Carr will become 
acting Governor. 
If Goff is seated and then 
elected to the Senate, Carr will become Gover­ 
nor for the full term of four years 
Goff 
was nominated for Senator last night by the 
Republican caucus. 
The Democratic caucus 
failed to unite on Kenna. 


Tna Republican Senatorial contests have 
all been settled with the exception of the one 
in New Hampshire, where the Legislature 
meets in J une. 
Of the thirteen Republican 
Senators whose terms expire on the 4th of 
March, eight have been elected to succeed 
themselves, three have been superseded by 
other Republicans, one by a Democrat, and 
oue icmaics to be elected. 
There is little 
doubt that Chandler will he re-elected in New 
Hampshire. 
The loss of a Republican in 
Virginia is offset by a gain in Delaware, and 
the Senate will remain divided numerically as 
at present unless the Republicans make an­ 
other gain in West Virginia. 


I n W rightstowu, Pa., last week, a barber 
named Sothcrn received a W hite Cap notice 
threatening violence,and p rom p tly p urchased 
a revolver. 
On Saturday L. J. Croffut of 
Plattsburgh, a stranger to Sothern, entered 
his shop for a shave. 
The frightened barber 
drew his p istol and told him to leave. 
The 
stranger attem p ted to seize the weap on, but 
recived a serious wound in the leg. 
Several 
incidents of this kind suggest the question 
whether the W hite Cap or the anti-W ldtc 
Cup is the more dangerous citizen. 
It may 
be necessary for all who are not members of 
the terrible order to organize for p rotection 
and agree to wear a distinctive cap the color 
of which is not white,

A lbany , Jan. 23.“ -In the Assembly to­ 
day, as sobti its the Journal had been read, 
Sp eaker Cole took the floor to make a state­ 
ment iu behalf of the Ceiling Committee wilh 
reference to the contract for the construction 
of the Asseuiblv ceiling. 
lie rehearsed the 
p roceedings which had taken p lace, stating 
that six bids bad been received, of which 
that of John Snaith was the lowest—for the 
ceiling $216,115, and for the staircase $54,- 
000. 
The Committee had been unable to se­ 
cure the services of a Commission of State 
officers and now suggest the ap p o in ^ um of 
a commission of ex~ , lS hy the House itself 
to inves*’.-atc and rep ort on the character of 
me work on the ceiling and whether it had 
been constructed according to contract. 
Sheehan wanted the investigation made as 
thorough, comp lete and Searching as ii was 
p ossible to nutkc it. 
Then* vYas nothing, so 
far as the Committee was concerned, that they 
desired to conceal. 
T he difference between 
the highest and lowest bidders for the work 
was only $16,000, which was p retty close fig­ 
uring. 
There was now in the bands of the 
State Treasurer of the am ount ap p rop riated 
last, year $40,000, which is not to be p aid un­ 
til the work lias 
been 
finally 
accep ted 
by 
the House. 
The contractor had also 
executed a bond in the p enal sum of $50,000 
so that they had $90,000 up on which to rely 
to cover any defects, if defects exist. 
He 
desired a commission consisting of oue engi­ 
neer, oue chemist and one architect. 
Bateheller suggested that the matter of ap ­ 
p ointing a commission lie carried to the Com­ 
mittee on Ap p rop riations who shall suggest 
the names of three such p ersons to the House. 
Mase said the onlv question to lie decided 
was whether the construction of th« ' ceilin'- 
had been according to the ;;’nlis and sp ecif” 
cations. 
He ^ u id not see why a commission 
C»i exp erts should lie ap p ointed. 
Blumeuthal made a sp eech, in which he 
referred to the Cap itol as a colossal fraud, 
and it was time to ascertain whether it was 
p ossible to exp end atiy am ount whatever up ­ 
on the buibling without u subsequent charge 
of dishonesty. 
No one accused or susp ected 
the Committee, but if it was true that they 
had neglected their duty and delegated it to 
others, then it ought to be known. 
Saxton suggested th at the actual cost of 
constructing 
the ceiling as it is now 
be 
embodied in the rep ort, and at the suggestion 
of Ainsworth.it was ordered that the contract 
and sp ecifications be p rinted and p laced on 
record so every member and the p eop le at 
large could examine them for themselves. 
Asp inwall said the Com m ittee of last year 
had accented a trust in behalf of the State and 
having accep ted it. they were hound to give 
the matter careful attention, to the extent 
of being in Albany every day. 
It was p lead­ 
ing the baby act how for them to say they 
did not have time to attend to it and that 
the resp onsibility rested on some one else. 
This was esp ecially true of the Sp eaker of 
the House. 
Sp eaker Cole retorted that a great many 
members seemed anxious to embrace this op ­ 
p ortunity to vent their eloquence. 
They 
should p erhap s be p ardoned, for it was the 
first chance they had had. 
After more discussion the motion to refer 
the matter to the A p p rop riation Committee,

BA YARD’S DIPLOMACY. 


A curious development of the Samoan ein- 
broglio is the confession by Secretary Bayard 
of a secret compact entered into by himself 
with the representatives of the British and 
German Governments at Washington in the 
summer of 18 8 7 —nearly two years ago. 
Whatever the nature of the agreement was, 
it has been kept secret till the present time, 
because it was not to be made public without 
the consent of all the parties thereto. 
A few 
weeks ago the Senate, which is a part of the 
treaty-making power, called by resolution 
upon the State 
Department for all the 
papers 
and 
correspondence 
relating 
to 
Samoan 
affairs. 
Mr. 
Bayard 
sent 
two 
batches, but the secret agreement was not in­ 
cluded in either, for the reason that neither 
of 
the other 
parties to it were 
within 
reach. 
Baron von Alvensleben, the. German 
ambassador, is now stationed at Brussels, and 
Lord Saekville Is enjoying a vacation some­ 
where in France. 
Mr. Bayard evidently 
finds himself in a very awkward position. 
In an interview given to the Washington cor 
respondent of the Baltimore Su n and printed 
in that paper yesterday, he made the follow­ 
ing statement : 


The State D epartm ent has ({one to the ex trem e 
limit of its discretion in try ing - to arrang e the 
trouble over the Samoan Islands in ft dig niflt d and 
honorable m anner. 
Th e .Sem ite In n been fu r n is h e d 
w ith all th e co rres}io n d en ce o n th e » abject 
, and it 
now rem ains with that body to define the policy of 
our Government in dealing with the subject further. 
In this he attempts to throw upon the 
Senate the responsibility for the further 
management of the dispute. 
And yet the 
Senate has not the information on which to 
proceed intelligently. This appears from the 
following additional statement made by Mr. 
Bavard in the Su n interview : 


The commission rem ained in session m any day s, 
and a detailed report of the proceeding s w as kept, 
and it is now on file in the D epartm ent of State. An 
ag reem ent was entered into between the three com ­ 
missioners th a t the protocol should bo reg arded as 
confidential, 
w h ich acco u n ts fo r th e absen ce o f th at 
d o cu m en t fr o m th e co rresp o n d en ce an d o th er p a- 
p e rs o n th is su bject wh ich h ave alre ad y been trails 
m ittr d to th e S en ate. 
The conference was called at the sug g estion of 
Mr. Bay ard, with a view to establishing an tnilepen 
den- form of g overnm ent at Samoa, and having 
that g roup of islands reg arded as neutral territory 
by the three countries interested 
An ag reem ent of 
that nature was virtually entered into, and up to the 
present tim e neither the German nor the Eng lish 
g overnm ent has notified the United States th a t the 
conditions then ent-red into have been dissolved. 
Mr. B ay ard on several occasions has req uested the 
German and Eng lish representatives to allow the 
protocol to he g iven to the public, but they have in­ 
sisted upon reg arding it as sacred. 
Here Mr. Bayard says in one place tbat all 
of the correspondence on the subject has been 
sent to the Senate, and in the next breath as 
sorts that the treaty or agreement itself lias 
liecti withheld. 
To keep faith with two 
foreign ambassadors who have since been 
withdrawn from Washington, be violates 
faith with the United Slates Senate, without 
whose assent be has not the right to enter 
into any treaty at till. 
This is extraordinary 
diplomacy. 
The United States has a very 
patient government, and Mr. Bayard is going 
out of office in six weeks. Otherwise he might 
be made the subject of impeachment pro 
ceedings. 
The American men of war Trenton and 
Vandalia, which have been despatched 
Samoa to assist the Nipsie in upholding the 
dignity 
of 
the 
American 
llug, 
eanno 
reach 
their 
destination 
in 
weeks. 
When 
they 
arrive 
Benjamin 
Harrison will be President of the Unitec 
States, and a courageous and patriotic Ameti 
can citizen will be at the head of the Depart 
meut of State. 
The announcement is made 
that the English government is incensed 
the conduct of Germany in Samoa, and will 
join the United States in applying the eorre 
tive. 
If this is true, Bayard may he able to 
go out in a blaze of glory. 
Great Britain 
will bring the Germans to terms in short or 
der, and then our retiring Premier will point 
to the result anti say, “ See what I have 
done ! ” 


TO RESTRICT IMMIGRA TIOS. 


The special committee for the investigation 
of immigration abuses appointed by the 
House, and of which Mr. Ford of Michi. 
is Chairman, did verv thorough anti com 
mendable work last summer, and some of its 
discoveries were quite startling. 
Whatever 
there is of law for the prevention of abuses 
and impositions by other governments 
easily evaded or broken, because there is not 
flie requisite machinery for its enforcement. 
It is shown that the state of New York alone 
is put to an expense of $20,000,000 per year 
because of the crime and pauperism thrust 
upon it by emigrant ships which are sup­ 
ported in their traffic by the municipal and 
state governments of other nations. 
A sum­ 
mary of the committee’s report was pub 
lished in these columns yesterday. 
The hill presented by the committee' is cnl 
culated to remedy these abuses. The present 
law provides for the exclusion of idiots, 
paupers and felons; the new hill extends the 
exclusion to anarchists, socialists, polyga 
mists and persons afflicted with loathsome dis­ 
eases. 
The exclusion clause is also strength­ 
ened so as to make it effective against the 
inhibited classes. 
The anti-contract law is 
amended to exempt ministers and members 
of all professional occupations from its pro­ 
visions, tuul is extended to all aliens who 
come here to labor for a limited time with 
the intention of returning. 
A tax of $.~> per 
head is to be levied on each incoming alien 
who is permitted to remain. 
Steamship lines 
are forbidden to “ assist” immigration. 
A much more important provision than ¡my 
of the above is the one requiring an intend­ 
ing immigrant to procure a certificate of char­ 
acter from a United States consul or other 
representative near his residence, as to char­ 
acter and ability to earn a competent support. 
Faithful consuls or agents could make this 
provision satisfactorily effective, as vessels 
would not receive emigrants on hoard with­ 
out the certificate, us they would expect to he 
subjected to the expense of carrying them 
back. 
The United States still has room for m il­ 
lions of emigrants, but the fact has long been 
apparent that unrestricted immigration gives 
us the very worst that the old countries of 
Europe cau turn out. 
The best are not equal 
to the average of our own people, for they 
are lacking in the education which our uni­ 
versal school system gives to all, and their 
admission to the suffrage in some states with­ 
in a year and even six months alter landing 
makes them a dangerous element. The coun­ 
try wants only the best; indeed, it has room 
for no others. 
The lazy and vicious Italian 
or Hungarian is even less to be desired than 
the over-industrious Child of the Sun who is 
supposed to be fuJ ly prepared to ruin evtry- I

BA YARD’S DIPLOMACY. 


A curious developm ent of the Sam oan etn- 
broglio is the confession by Secretary B ayard 
of a secret com pact entered into by him self 
w ith the representatives of the B ritish and 
G erm an G overnm ents at W ashington in the 
sum m er of 1887—nearly tw o years ago. 
W hatever the nature of the agreem ent was, 
it has been kept secret till the present tim e, 
because it was not to be m ade public w ithout 
the consent of all the parties thereto. 
A few 
weeks ago the Senate, w hich is a part of the 
treaty-m aking pow er, called by resolution 
upon the State 
D epartm ent for all the 
papers 
and 
correspondence 
relating 
to 
Sam oan 
affairs. 
Mr. 
B ayard 
sent 
two 
batches, but the secret ag' ?cm ent was not in­ 
cluded in either, for the reason that neither 
of 
the other 
parties 
to it were

reach. 
Baron von A lvensleben, the G erm an 
ambassador, is now stationed at Brussels, and 
L ord Sackville Is enjoying a vacation some­ 
w here in France. 
Mr. 
B ayard evidently 
finds him self in a very aw kw ard position. 
In an interview given to the W ashington eor 
respondent of the B altim ore S un and printed 
in that paper yesterday, he m ade the follow­ 
ing statem e n t: 


The State Departm ent has (tone to the extrem e 
lim it of its discretion in trying to arrange the 
trouble over the Satnoan Islands in a dignifh it and 
honorable manner. 
The S e n a te lias been fu rn ish e d 
w ith all the correspondence on the subject, and it 
now remains with that body to define the policy of 
our Government in dealing with the subject further. 


In this lie attem pts to throw upon the 
Senate the responsibility for the fu rth er 
m anagem ent of the dispute. 
A nd yet the 
Senate has not the inform ation on w hich to 
proceed intelligently. T his appears from the 
follow ing additional statem ent m ade by Mr.

TO RESTRICT IMMIGRA TIOS. 


T he special com m ittee for the investigation 
of im m igration abuses appointed 
by tbe 
House, and of w hich Mr. Ford of M ichigan 
is C hairm an, did very thorough and com ­ 
m endable w ork last sum m er, and some of its 
discoveries were quite startling. 
W hatever 
there is of law for the prevention of abuses 
and im positions by other governm ents is 
easily evaded or broken, because there is not 
flie requisite m achinery for its enforcem ent. 
It is shown that the state of New Y ork alone 
is put to an expense of $20,000,000 per year 
because of the crim e and pauperism thrust 
upon It by em igrant ships w hich arc sup­ 
ported in their traffic by the m unicipal and 
state governm ents of other nations. 
A sum 
m ary of the com m ittee’s report was pub­ 
lished in these colum ns yesterday. 
T he bill presented by the com m ittee is cal­ 
culated to rem edy these abuses. 
T he present 
law provides for the exclusion of idiots, 
paupers and felons; the new bill extends the 
exclusion to anarchists, socialists, polyga 
mists and persons afflicted with loathsome dis­ 
eases. 
T he exclusion clause is also strength­ 
ened so as to m ake it effective against the 
inhibited classes. 
T he anti contract law 
am ended to exem pt m inisters and mem bers 
of all professional occupations from its pro­ 
visions, and is extended to all aliens who 
come here to labor for a lim ited tim e with 
the intention of returning. 
A tax o f $0 per 
head is to be levied on each incom ing alien 
w ho is perm itted to rem ain. 
Steam ship lines 
are forbidden to “ assist” im m igration. 
A m uch more im portant provision than any 
of the above is the one requiring an intend­ 
ing im m igrant toprocure a certificate of ch ar­ 
acter from a U nited States consul or other 
representative near his residence, as to ch ar­ 
acter and ability to earn a com petent support. 
F aithful consuls or agents could m ake this 
provision satisfactorily effective, as vessels 
w ould not receive em igrants on board w ith­ 
out the certificate, us they would expect to he 
subjected to the expense of carrying them 
back. 
T he U nited States still has room for m il­ 
lions of em igrants, but tbe fact has long been 
apparent th at unrestricted im m igration gives 
us the very w orst th a’. the old countries of 
Europe cau turn out. 
T he best nre not equal 
to the average of our ow n people, for they 
are lacking in the education w hich our uni­ 
versal school s» stem gives to all, and their 
adm ission to tl.e suffrage in some states w ith­ 
in a year and even six m onths a tte r landing 
makes them a dangerous elem ent. T he coun­ 
try w ants only the best; indeed, it has room 
for no others. 
T he lazy and vicious Italian 
or H ungarian is even lese *o be desired than

I visited an artificial ice facto ry a few day s 
ago , a descriptio n o f which may pro ve ' 
teresting in a sectio n having so little use fo r 
o ne as the Hudso n River Valley . 
The flo o r 
ing o f the facto ry is fo rmed o f what appears 
to be trap do o rs. 
Each o ne o f these co ver 
small cistern o f salt water o r brine. Running 
thro ugh this brine are co ils o f pipe charged 
with ammo nia, keeping the salt water at 
tem perature o f 12 degrees. 
Into each o ne ... 
the cisterns are placed cast iro n casks o f the 
size and shape o t a cake o f ice. and o pen ai 
the to p. 
These are filled with water distilled 
fro m the engines and left undisturbed fo r 
abo ut 36 ho urs, alllio ugh the ict is fo rmed 
at 
the 
end 
o f 24 ho urs. 
The 
casks 
o r 
buckets 
are then 
raised 
by 
means 
o f 
a 
lifting 
taekle 
o verhead 
and 
pushed to o ne end o f the ro o m, where it is 
dipped into a receptacle o f bo iling water and 
the ice lo o sened fro m th” cask. 
Each cake 
weighs 200 po unds, and is as clear as cry stal. 
'1 he casks are then refilled with distilled w a­ 
ter, lo wered into the brine, and the sy stem 
repeated. 
The pipes co ntaining the ammo 
ma can be re charged three limes fro m the 
same supply , 
hy means o f 
transferring 
thro ugh num ero us pipes and the engine be­ 
fo re the gas lo ses its po wer. 
Po rtland has 
three o f these facto ries, each o f abo ut 12 to ns’ 
capacity per day . 
So nic similar facto ries in 
t in* So uthern States have a capacity o f 50 to ns 
daily . 


T H E COST OF LIVING. 
The co st o f living in Po rtland is rather 
high.

W ESTE R N OREGON CLIMATE.

Fo r abo ut seven mo nths o f 
the y ear, say fro m April 15 to No vember 15, 
the weather is perfect, but during tiie winter 
mo nths it rains a great deal, no t hard, but a 
co ntinuo us drizzle.

To-day a letter was received from him, dated 
at Portland, Oregon, as follows : 
SUMMER DAYS IN Í1R1T»8Ft COLUMBIA, 
I left British Columbia for Portland early 
In October, after a pleasant stay of five 
months, during nearly the whole of which 
time tbe weather was all that could be de­ 
sired, each day breaking almost as soon as 
the preceding one had closed, with ft bright 
sun and cloudless sky, and the thermometer 
seldom varying mote than 10 degrees from 
70. The summer days were spent in work, 
but their great length afforded rtmplc oppor­ 
tunity, after supper. Tor recreation, and base 
ball, cricket and la crosse were indulged in 
until each player was tired éhoügli to go to 
bed and sleep soundly. The monotony of 
working day after day was broken by fre­ 
quent trips to Vancouver, Victoria, and 
points nf Interest in the mountains. Most of 
these were base ball excursions, one of which 
comprised a week’s time, (he total distance 
traveled being more than 500 miles. It 
would be a remarkable thing in the East for 
an amateur base ball club to go 250 miles 
from home to play a few games, but, it is not.

THE T O W N OK VANCOUVER. 
After leaving New Westminster tbe first 
town of any importance is Vancouver. The 
distance by stage is 12 miles, considerably 
greater by rail. Two and a half years ago 
Vancouver, then a town of about 3,000 in­ 
habitants, was burned to tbe ground, only 
half a dozen buildings being loft standing. 
Its grbwth since that time lias been remark­ 
able. It now has 8,000 inhabitants, many 
handsome business blocks and residences, 
and is steadily growing. It is the western 
terminus of tlie great Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
way and the connecting point between the 
railroad nnd its line of steamers which leave 
fortnightly for China and Julian. Co in peti­ 
tion between the transcontinental liues of the 
United States and this company for transpor­ 
tation of imports from China and Japan to 
eastern points is great and this commerce 
comprises a large share of their business. 
Trains of cars filled with nothing but 
tea or some other distinct line of 
goods are frequently sent through to the East 
at passenger train speed. It is claimed by 
friends of the Canadian Company that in a 
very few years the time between Liverpool, 
England, and Vancouver, B. C., will be re­ 
duced to nine days—four to cross the conti­ 
nent and five tiie Atlantic. If this is done— 
and there is every reason to believe that it 
will be—there is good cause 4or pre­ 
suming thaj a share of the shipping 
between Europe aud China, and Japan, 
now done via tbe Mediterranean Sea 
and Suez Canal, will come across the Pa­ 
cific, through tiie United States and Canada, 
andie re shipped to Europe. It is claimed 
that time can be saved by so doing, and that 
being of great importance to the importer, 
trie route that can give the best satisfaction 
will be given the patronage. 
A NEW 8MELTER. 
A large smelter is shortly to be erected at 
Vancouver. It will be the first of its kind in 
British Columbia, all ore being heretofore 
shipped to smelters in the United States and 
Eastern Canada at great expense. 
A PERFECT HARBOR. 
Vancouver’s harbor, Burrard Inlet, is a 
perfect one. It is entirely land-locked ex­ 
cept for the Harrows, scarcely 200 feet wide, 
connecting it with English Bay, a part of the 
Gulf of Georgia. A bill was recently intro­ 
duced in the Canadian House of Commons 
to make Vancouver the headquarters of the 
Britisli Navy on the Pacific Coast, but after 
discussion it was declared impracticable, it 
being claimed that an enemy’s ships could 
blockade the narrows and shell the City from 
outside, while tlie British tlect would be un­ 
able to move from its tran. 
A SAIL ACROSS THE GULF. 
The sail across trio Gulf to Victoria, a dis­ 
tance of 80 miles, is a pleasant one, trie latter 
part being through wiuding channels and 
past many islands, the latter reminding one 
of trie shores of the Hudson River. A school 
of small whales had been sighted in the Gulf 
a few days before I left and wc were fortu­ 
nate enough to run upon them and we passed 
an hour or more watching them come to the 
surface and spout water into the air. 
THE CAPITAL OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Victoria is on the southern extremity of 
Vancouver Island, aud is the capital of 
British Columbia. Its population is about 
9,000 whites and 3,000 Chinese. The majori­ 
ty of the inhabitants on the mainland are 
Eastern Canadians, while those of Victoria 
are English, and the town and its styles and 
modes are distinctly English. Victoria has 
its quota of handsome buildings, and boasts 
of its many pretty drives. One of the pret­ 
tiest of trie latter leads to Esquinmlt, three 
miles distant, where is located the head­ 
quarters of the Pacific Squadron of the 
British Navy. The main feature of interest 
there is the immense hydraulic dry dock, 
built by the British Government, at which 
vessels of trie deepest draught can be docked. 
THE STRAIT OK SAN JUAN. 
Crossing the Strait of San Juan de Fuen 
the first point we touch at in the United 
States is Port Townsend, at the entrance of 
Puget Sound, which is the clearing port for 
that district and where a United States Cus­ 
tom House is established. The population is 
about 3,000. 
UP PUGET BOUND. 
A few hours’ sail up Puget Sound and Seat­ 
tle is reached. The City is admirably located 
on a little bay from the shores of which the 
country rises with a gentle slope. Its build­ 
ings are of the most modern architecture, its 
streets bustling with business and an air of 
. prosperity pervades,every thing going to show 
that the people from the East who have lo 
cated there have brought with them and are 
making use of the knowledge and advantages 
furnished them in older aud larger cities. 
The principal occupations are commercial, 
lumbering and fishing. There are also coal 
deposits in the vicinity. The population is 
claimed 
to be 
20,000. 
but the fig­ 
ures are probably exaggerated. There are 
new 
arrivals daily 
from 
all 
parts 
of the United States, though statistics show 
that Pennsylvania and Kansas contributed 
moro to trie growth of Washington Territory 
and Oregon during the past year than any 
other states. These two states—Oregon 
and 
Washington Territory—are being 
advertised 
extensively 
throughout tiie 
country, nnd there is scarcely a town 
or city in Washington Territory but has felt 
the effect of this, and is experiencing more or 
less of a boom, and some of them are devel­ 
oping rapidly. This is ario true of Oregon, 
but in a smaller way. The growth of Seattle 
and its sister City, Tacoma, has been remark­ 
able, and it is claimed by many that it will 
continue pntil they become large cities. 
From present indications it looks as if the 
prediction would be verified. Thi9 country 
is being rapidly settled, and the cities that 
have obtained a start and which are the basis 
of supplies for the outlying districts, are sure 
to increase in population aud wealth. 
SCENES IN TACOMA. 
Two hours sail from Seattle and at the head 
of Puget fjound is Tacoma. Like Seattle it 
has electric lights, horse-cars, a motor line of* 
railway nnd every appearance of a prosper­ 
ous and growing city. New buildings are 
being erected in every direction. Among 
other things of which Tacoma boasts are two 
hotels—the Fife and Tacoma—equal in ap­ 
pearance and accommodations to any ou tiie 


coast. Owing to its shipping facilities 1»’ 
coma has been made trie terminus of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, and Portland, for­ 
merly the terminus of that great system, is 
practically on a branch line. The population 
of Tacoma is said to be 18,000. It is, like 
Seattle, crowded with rcnl estate offices, each 
one. apparently doing a good business. 1 he 
aggregate transactions arc extensive, amount­ 
ing In the former City to eight and a puarter 
millions in the first 11 months Ot 1888. 
“ Town lots ” are talked of everywhere. 
MONEY INVESTED IN REAL ESTATE. 
Notwithstanding the dealings have been 
heavy and prices have greatly advanced, 
money invested in real estate almost any­ 
where in Washington Territory or Oregon 
will pay a ljjg interest. Agriculture In W ash- 
ingtofi Territory is fts yet not eXtetisifely en­ 
gaged in, in comparison to the amount ot un­ 
tilled land. The fanning lands chiefly lie 
cast of the mountain range, and the sou is 
very fertile. West of the mountain range trie 
country is heavily timbered, though in the 
Puget 8ound district hop-tnising is getting to 
be quite an industry and furnishes employ­ 
ment to a large number of pepons, pnnci- 
pally Indians and Chinese, at picking time in 
the summer and early autumn. 
ON THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
The route from Tacoma to Portland^ is l)V 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, the distance 
145 miles. Viewed from the high bluff 
bounding Portland on the west the scene on 
a clear day Is a pretty one. berm nc» «»¡¿ 
City, its well Inkl out streels nnd handsome 
buildings appearing to good advantage. On 
the eastern side of the City ’proper is the 
Willamette Rivet upon which vessels of all 
descriptions are constantly passing to and fro. 
Across the river lie East Portland and Albina, 
suburban towns; and a wav to the cast for 
many nules stretches undulating farming 
land, doited here and there with farm-houses 
Twelve miles to the north trie Willamette 
River flows into trio Columbia and the latter 
empties into the Pacific Ocean near Astoria, 
100 miles to the northwest.

PORTLAND DESCRIBED. 
One does not soon tire of walking or driv­ 
ing through the residence portion of Port­ 
land. Its streets are broad, level and well 
shaded. Its houses are pretty and nearly all 
are surrounded by mofc or less extensive 
lawns and f 
ing neat an 
make Portland what may 
flower gardens, the appenraMCe be 
(1 attrnotivh, and all combining tcto 
be termed a very 
charming city. The shipping interests of Port­ 
land are considerable but not half so exten­ 
sive as they would in? were it located nearer 
the ocean, or the latter more accessible. Sail­ 
ing vessels have to lie towed to this City 
from the Pacific, such service costing about 
$1 ,000. This is a serious drawback, while 
the sand bar at the thoutli of the Columbia is 
another. There are. however, a tri­ 
weekly line of steamers to San Francisco, 
and lines to Victoria and Vancouver, 
B. C., to Astoria aud minor river noints 
Portland is Ihb metropolis of the far north­ 
west and as such attains importance as a rail 
road center. The following roads lead into 
this City: The Northern Pacific, Oregon & 
California,Oregon Railway & Navigation and 
Portland & Willamette Valley. The wharves 
and railroad yards present a busy scene at all 
times and furnishes employment to thousands 
of men. 
IF THEY n.\D AN ULSTER CO. QUARRY. 
One of Ulster County's blue stone quarries 
in this section would make its owner as 
wealthy as would a gold mine. The greater 
portion of the sidewalks in Portland are of 
boards, aud its principal streets are paved 
with granite blocks brought here as ballast iu 
ships. Building stone is brought from cen­ 
tral and eastern Oregon. 
AN ARTIFICIAL ICE FACTORY. 
I visited an artificial ice factory a few days 
ago, a description of which may prove in­ 
teresting in a section having so little u<e for 
one as trie Hudson River Valley. The floor 
ing of the factory is formed of what appears 
to be trap doors. Each one of these cover a 
small cistern of salt water or brine. Running 
through tliis brine are coils of pipe charged 
with ammonia, keeping the salt water at a 
temperature of 12 degrees. Into each one of 
the cisterns are placed cast iron casks of the 
size and shape of a cake of ice. and open at 
the top. These are filled with water distilled 
from the engines and left undisturbed for 
about 36 hours, although the ice i,s formed 
at the end of 24 hours. The casks 
or buckets arc then raised by means 
of a 
lifting tackle 
overhead 
and 
pushed to one end of the room, where it is 
dipped into a receptacle of boiling water and 
the ice loosened from th** cask. Each cake 
weighs 200 pounds, and is as clear as crystal. 
The casks are then refilled with distilled wa­ 
ter, lowered into the brine, and the system 
repeated. The pipes containing the ammo 
uia can be re charged three limes from the 
same supply, by means of transferring 
through numerous pipes and trie engine be 
fore the gas loses its power. Portland lias 
three of these factories, each of about 12 tons’ 
capacity per day. Some similar factories in 
the Southern States have a capacity of 50 tons 
daily. 
THE COST OF LIVING. 
The cost ot living in Portland is rather 
high. The average rent of one furnished 
room is $20 per month, while few houses 
can be rented under $30 or $40. Suits of 
clothing to order cost from $45 to $60. Veni­ 
son and bear steaks, teal, mallard and can­ 
vas-back ducks, quail and grouse, in their 
season are ordinary articles of food. They 
are served daily by the hotels and restaurants 
and one cannot consistently complain of that 
necessary part of living. 
WESTERN OREGON CLIMATE. 
Opinion as to Western Oregon’s climate 
differs greatly. For about seven months of 
the year, say from April 15 to November 15, 
the weather is perfect, hut during the winter 
months it rains a great deal, not hard, but a 
continuous drizzle. This lias a depressing 
tendency upon tlie spirits of a stranger, and 
he wishes himself most anywhere else on trie 
globe. Then comes a speil of briglit, clear 
weather, such as we have had for the 
past two weeks up to this time, and if lie is at 
all tickle-minded he declares this to be the 
finest section of the whole country. How­ 
ever, as reports reach us from borne of bliz­ 
zards and zero weather, we think ourselves 
fortunate to be located in a mild climate, be 
it ever so wet. There arc none of the pleas­ 
ures of an Eastern winter, such as sleigh-rid­ 
ing, skating and tobogganing; but people 
seem to like it better here the longer they re­ 
main, and old residents say they would not 
live anywhere but in Oregon. The climate 
of Eastern Oregon is as different from that of 
the coast as Dakota’s, the winters being cold 
and each season of tbe year more distinct. 
WILLAMETTE VALLEY, MT. IIOOD, ETC. 
The Willamette Valley, west of the moun­ 
tain range, is the principal agricultural dis­ 
trict of Oregon. It is rich and fertile and is 
noted for its tine products. The fruit grow­ 
ing industry is growiug yearly in this 
district 
which 
bids 
fair to 
rival 
California 
in 
this 
business 
with­ 
in a few years. Sixty miles east from Port­ 
land. though it seems but five, Mount Hood 
can be seen on any fair day, rising many 
thousand feet into tbe air and the pretty scene 
it presents with the rays of the setting sun 
upon its snow-capped peak attracts the atten­ 
tion of all visitors. 
NOT A MODEL CITY. 
Portland is not what might lie called a 
model City, in a moral sense. Its variety 
theatres give full performances every Sunday 
night, gambling dens run full blast, and gam­ 
bling is carried on openly in all of trie ele 
gautly furnished saloons. Occasionally a 
raid is made by the police, and the following 
day the proprietors are fined in the Police 
Court, which they smilingly pay, and the 
next night business is carried on as though no 
interruption had yeeurred. 
1,500 VISITORS EVERY DAY. 
In addition to a population of 50,000 it is 
Claimed that the number of visitors to this 
City average 1,500 daily. Whether this lie 
true or not I will not venture to express nn 
opinion, but it is a fact that trains and steam­ 
ers bring a large number ©f people every day 
—some to purchase goods, others bent only 
on sight-seeing and a large number of pros­ 
pectors, who, when asked if they intend to 
remain in the City, usually reply: “ Well, I 
shall, if I find anything that suits me.” 
A PREDICTION MADE. 
I think this year will witness a large influx 
of settlers into Uregoo und Washiugtou Ter­ 
ritory.

diseases, 
tnat 
before 
re­ 
turning they take the same precautions in 
fumigating, disinfecting or changing their clothes 
which they are required to do here in such cases; 
and that they will kindly caution such of their 
friends as may be about to visit them; and if there 
be those of them who are convalescing from such 
diseases and are about to return hofte to complete 
their recovery, remind them that they meat see to 
it before coming that they either make an entire 
change of their clothing, or, under the direction of 
the Health Officer of the town from which they 
come, have their garments thoroughly disinfected 
by fumigating and themselves pronounced in such a 
condition that they will not communicate the dis­ 
eases.

Faithful consul* or agents could make this 
provision satisfactorily effective, as vessels 
would not receive emigrants on board w ith­ 
out the certificate, as they would expect to lie 
subjected to the expense of carrying them 
back. 
T he United State* still has room for m il­ 
lions of emigrant*, but the fact has long been 
apparent that unrestricted immigration give* 
us the very worst that the old countries of 
Europe eau turn out.

The summer days were spent in work, 
but their great length afforded ample op|»or 
tunity, after su p in e for recreation, and base 
hall, cricket and la crosse wert* indulged in 
uutil each player was tired etioUgh to go to 
bed and sleep soundly. 
The monotony of 
working day after day was broken by fre­ 
quent trips to Vancouver, Victoria, and 
points of Interest in Hie mountains. 
Most of 
these were base ball excursions, one of which 
comprised a week s time, the total distance 
traveled being more than 500 miles. 
It 
would be a rem arkable thing in Hic East for 
an amateur base ball club to go 250 miles 
from borne to play a few games, but it is not 
an uncommon occurrence in that country.

Victoria is on the southern extrem ity of 
Vancouver Island, aud is iii* 
capital of 
British Columbin.

It,(JOO whites and 8.(HK) Chinese. The m ajori­ 
ty of Hie inhabitants on the mainland are 
Eastern Canadians, while those of Victoria 
are English, and Hie town and its styles and 
modes are distinctly English. 
Victoria has 
its quota of handsome buildings, and boasts 
of its many pretty drives. 
One of the pret 
Hest of the latter leads to Esquinmlt, three 
miles distant, where is located the head 
(Hurters of the Pacific -Squadron of tho 
British Navy. 
The main feature of interest 
there is the immense hydraulic dry dock, 
built bv the British Government, at which 
vessels of the deepest draught can be docked. 
THE STRAIT OK SAN JUAN. 
Crossing th* Strait of San Juan lie Fuca 
the first point we touch hi iu the United 
Stall s is Port Townsend, at the entrance of 
Puget Sound, which is the charing port for 
that district aud where a United S lates Chs 
tom House is established. 
H ie population is 
about 3,000. 
I P PUGET BOUND. 
A few hours' sail up Puget-Sound nnd Seat 
tic is reached. 
The City is admirably located 
on u little bay from tile shores of which the 
•ountrv rises with a gentle slope. 
Its build 
ings arc of the most modern architecture, its 
streets bustling with business and an air of 
prosperity pervades,everything going to show 
that the people from the East who have lo 
rated there have brought w ith them and are 
making use of the know ledge and advantages 
furnished them in old* r aud larger cities. 
H ie principal occupations are commercial, 
lundiering and fishing. 
There are also coal 
deposits in the vicinity. 
The population is 
claimed 
to 
be 
20.000. 
but 
the fig­ 
ures are probably exaggerated. 
There are 
new 
arrivals 
daily 
from 
all 
parts 
of the United States, though statistics show 
that Pennsylvania and Kansas contributed 
more to Hie growth of W ashington Territory 
and Oregon during the past year than any 
other 
states. 
These 
two states—Oregon 
and 
Washington 
T erritory—are 
being 
advertised 
extensively 
throughout 
the 
country, nnd there is scarcely 
a 
town 
or city in Washington Territory but has felt 
the effect of this, and is experiencing more or 
less of a boom, and some of them nre devel­ 
oping rapidly. 
This is also true of Oregon, 
but in a smaller way. 
The grow th of Seattle 
ami its sister City, Tacoma, bas beet, rem ark­ 
able, and it is claimed by many that it w ill 
continue pntil they become 
large cities. 
From present indications it looks as if Hie 
prediction would be verified. 
This country 
is being rapidly settled, and the cities that 
have obtained a start and which are the basis 
of supplies for the outlying districts, are sure 
to increase in population aud wealth. 
BORNES IN TACOMA. 
Two hours sail from Seattle and at the head 
of Puget Sound is Tacoma. 
Like Seattle it 
has electric lights, horee-cars, a motor line of- 
railway and every appearance of a prosper- 
>us and growing city. 
New buildings are 
being erected in every direction.

IF THET HAD AN ULSTER CO. QUARRY. 
One of Ulster County’s blue stone quarries 
in this section would make its owner a* 
wealthy as would a gold mine. 
The greater 
portion of the sidewalks in Portland are of 
In lards, aud its principal streets nre paved 
with granite blocks brought here a* ballast in 
ships. 
Building stone is brought from cen 
trul and eastern Oregon. 
AN ARTIFICIAL ICE FACTORY. 
I visited an artificial ice factory a few days 
ago, a description of which may prove in­ 
teresting in a section having so little use for 
one aa the Hudson River Valley. 
The floor 
ing of the factory is formed of what ap|k‘iir* 
to Ik1 traji doors. 
Each one of these cover a 
small cistern of salt water or brine. Bunning 
through this brine are coils of pi(>c charged 
with ammonia, keeping the salt water at a 
temperature of 12 degrees. 
Into each one of 
the cisterns are placed cast iron casks of the 
size and slntue of a cuke of tee. aud o|*'n at 
the top. 
These are filled with water distilled 
from the engines and left undisturbed for 
aliout 86 bour*, although the ice is formed

Tile cask* ure then refilled with distilled wa 
ter, lowered into the brine, and the system 
repealed. 
The pipes containing the ammo 
uia can be re charged three limes from the 
same supply, by men ax of 
transferring 
through numerous pipe* and the engine Ik- 
fore tile gas lose* it* power. 
Portland ha* 
three of these factories, each of about 12 ton*’ 
capacity |ht day. 
Some similar factories in 
Hie Southern State* have a capacity of 50 Ion* 
daily, 
TUE COST OF LIVING, 
The cost of living in Portland is rallier 
high. 
The average rent of one furnished 
r«»om is $20 |k t month, while few houses 
ran In- rented under $80 or $40, 
Suita of 
clothing to order cost from $45 to $00 Veni­ 
son aud bear steaks, teal, mallard and can 
va*-hack ducks, quail and grouse, in their 
season are ordinary articles of food. 
They 
are served daily by the botels and restaurant* 
and one cannot consistently complain of that 
necessary part of living. 


WESTERS OREGON CLIMATE. 
Opinion ax lo Western Oregon'* climate 
differs greatly. 
For almut rev* ii months of 
the year, say from April 15 to November 15. 
the weather is |krfc«'t, but during the winier

be wishes himself most anywhere else on the 
globe. 
Then come* a »|«ell of bright, clear 
weather, such a* we have bad 
for

(inst tw o weeks up to this time, and if be in at 
all tickle minded lie declares ibis to be tile 
finest section of the whole country. 
How 
ever, as reports reach us from home of l>liz 
zards and zero weather, we think ourselves 
fortunate to lie located in a mild climate, bo 
it ever so wet. 
There are none of th** pleas­ 
ure* of an Eastern w inter, such ax sleigh rid­ 
ing, skating and tolsgganing; but |>eoplc 
seem to like it belter bere the longer they re­ 
main, and old resident* say they would Dot 
live anywhere but in Oregon.
